Joyce Smith had over $1,500 
worth of property destroyed, in- 
cluding 170 records (some col- 
lector’s items), shoes, hand-made 
sweaters and various other items 
which still have mold and water 
stains on them. “There were 
things in my room that were still 
dripping wet when I came back to 
sibool. I was going to donate 
some of the stuff to Miriam’s 
Kitchen but McElveen (David H. 
McElveen, Associate Director of 
Housing) told me he wanted to see 
everything and to get receipts for 
the things that had to be 
cleaned,’’ Smith explained. 


On Friday, McElveen told the 
GW Hatchet that under the 
students’ leases the University is 
not responsible for paying dam- 
ages on students' property. How- 
ever, Kathy Gutwiilig, whose 
shoes and other personal 
belongings were water-damaged, 
was told by McElveen that a check 
wpuld be mailed to her "in two to 
three weeks to pay for the 
drycleaning bills,” she said. 

Smith’s father said Saturday 
that he called the GW Housing 
Office last week and was given the 
impression that his daughter 
would not be getting compensated 
in any way. 

“A decision has not been made 
regarding compensation,” Hous- 


ing Director Ann E. Webster said 
Saturday, “the decision is going 
to be made by Vice-President 
Smith (William P: Smith, vice- 
president for student affairsj," 
and added that she hoped that it 
would be made "shortly." She 
saitl that she had told the Smiths 
to go ahead and make a claim on 
their homeowners insurance poli- 
cy, since the damages were, co- 
vered under that policy. 

Normally GW would not con- 
sider reimbursing the students for 
property damaged in a residence 
hall, according to Webster. “I 
knew of no university in the 
country that carries insurance on 
student property in a hall, because

v pW Review is not redundant. It 
fuiftlk a very special need that 
other publications, such, as 
Wooden Teeth, do not. There is 
ho other magazine that works so 
hard to form relations with the 
surrounding community— so dif- 
ficult an achievement in an urban 
University. On Jan. 31 we pres- 
ented a fund raiser poetry reading 
o/' both GW and non-GW 
^pets— which over 50 people at- 
tended. Held in the Dimock 
Gallery, during the MFA Student 
Art show, the reading brought 
together poets, writers, and artists 
from both inside and outside GW. 

No magazine but GW Review 
has run a special issue presenting * 


works of participants in the 
Student Faculty Reading 
sponsored by the English de- 
partment. We’ve worked closely 
with the Student Art Association 
to provide artwork for the maga- 
zine. GW Review provides a me- 
dium for the best work of writers 
outside GW, in addition to repre- 
senting writers who are GW un- 
dergraduates, graduate students, 
faculty, alumni and staff. 

Getting your hands on an issue 
can be difficult as our budget 
permits only 1 ,000 copies of each 
issue, and they are picked up 
within hours of distribution on 
campus. We publish five times 
during the academic year (re- 
duced, it seems, to four this year); 
Wooden Teeth, though receiving 
a budget comparable to ours, 
schedules one a semester and did 
not produce its spring issue last 
year in time for distribution 
before school was out. 

There are more valuable ways 
for a university to gain prestige 
than by cutting our night classes 
or raising tuition. One of them is 
to publish a top-notch, student- 
run magazine. GW Review has 
caught the interest of our students 
and faculty, D.C. Writers, and 
the larger writing cpmmunity. It 
would be a big mistake to crush 
the ever-increasing energy and 
pride that our students have for 


the magazine. 

There is talk thkt, by the April 
Committee meeting, figures con- 
cerning anticipated deficits by 
other publications may be more 
realistically determined, and the 
$800 may be found to pyt back in 
our budget. However, it would be 
to late to put together an issue 
that close to the end of the year. 
Besides, it is very difficult to 
repond to submisssions or solicit 
contributions not knowing 
whether one can count on having 
an issue or not. With one maga- 
zine already at the printer, 1 need 
to know whether I will be 
publishing one or two more issues 
this semester. Perhaps, 1 should 
just 1 forge ahead, do two issues 
and run into debt. The Committee 
could always tap another publica- 
tion’s < budget lor the necessary 
funds. 

The paltry allotment the Uni- ' 
versity gives the Publications 
Committee, and the miserly way 
the Committee is forced to spend 
it have turned the members of the 
Publications Committee into 
cut-throat competitors taking part 
in shabby practices to ensure the 
survival of their own pet publica- 
tions.

Mr. Farricker spoke next. He 
listed— and explained— his ideas. 
They were also commendable. — 
although different from Mr. 
Marvi’s ideas. Mr. Farricker did 
not exceed the time limit. 

The question and answer period 
began. The moderator (a College 
Democrat) had the power to re- 
cognize a question from the floor 
(the audience). Enter Cathy Fine. 
She had spoken earlier that even- 
ing. She is a candidate for Pro- 
gram Board vice-chairman. The 
moderator recognized Cathy Fine. 
She directed her question to Mr. 
Farricker. It was a tough ques- 
tion. She wanted to know how he 
planned to implement his ideas 
since, as she put it, Mr. Farricker 
had no experience with the Pro- 
gram Board.

Mr. Marvi and Ms. Fine had 
both advocated, in their respective 
statements, the idea that they 
would like to see greater student 
participation in Program Board 
Planning. Yet, that one question 
directed to Mr. Farricker four 
times — the question of Mr. Far- 
ricker’s lack of Program Board 
experience— ran counter to what 
Mr. Marvi and Ms. Fine had 
advocated. > 

Okay. Even the best politicians 
tend to forget what they 
themselves advocate— and we still 
elect them. We can’t do that this 
time. Both Mr. Marvi and Ms. 
Fine must be defeated in their 
elections. Fash Marvi and Cathy 
Fine are not worthy of anybody's 
vote for any office— ever, regard- 
less of their qualifications. 


Ihe assault on Mr. Farricker 
during the question and answer 
period was apparently planned 
well in advance of the student 
forum— and it was well executed. 
The three questioners (Ms. Fine 
had asked the question twice) are 
all associated with the Program 
Board; the College Democrats 
(the moderator was one) already 
favor Mr. Marvi and Ms. Fine; 
and all are apparently more inter- 
ested in consolidating their own 
power rather than serving the 
students’ best interests.

Services last semester the ISS 
discussed the problem of finding 
housing for international students 
and the need for a better orienta- 
tion process at the beginning of 
the school year. 

Finding housing in Washington 
DhC. is difficult for foreign 
students, Cummings said, 
especially since the “overwhelm- 
ing majority” are graduate 
students and must live off 
campus. He added that over 
winter break, many foreign 
students living in University resi- 
dence halls have no place to go to 
find “adequate alternative hous- 
ing.” 

Cummings said that Interna- 
tional Services is Mso un- 
derstaffed" to meet housing needs 
for foreign students. McMillen 
acknowledged that finding hous- 
ing for foreign students is a 
“fairly slow process.” 

Cummings said he would like to 
see the current voluntary one-day 
orientation for foreign students 
made mandatory and expanded to 
three days with a “cultural ad 
justment workshop.” He said 
much of the orientation material 
for foreign students needs clarifi- 
cation, as many foreign students 
do not understand common ab- 
breviations like GPA, LSAT or 
PhD. 

McMillen said there were ap- 
proximately 2,300 foreign 
students at GW last semester.

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Welsing assails white society

The key lo Western civilization 
is the “white supremacy" system 
whose purpose is "to prevent 
white genetic annihilation,” ac- 
cording to a speaker sponsored by 
the. GW Black Peoples’ Union as 
paft of Black History Month. 

Dr. Frances Wetsing, / a 
psychiatrist Who works for the 
D.C. government and in her own 
private practice, told her audience 
ill the Marvin Center Thursday 
night the basis for Western society 
is the “White supremacy system" 
designed lo keep the white minori- 
ty of the world's population in 
power. y A. 

She stressed that whites are 
really a minority, constituting 
only one-tenth of the world’s 
population, and this fact is not 
generally known among the while 
populati.v 


Quoting a speaker she once 
heard, Welsib; ,.r ’ “rn ’«lT> was 
not about economics" but "was 
related to people who considered 
themselves white seeking to 
maintain power.” ' 

Welsing said she had been fired 
and denied tenure at various 
institutions because of her 
writings on racism. 

The psychiatric problems of 
those with black, red or yellow 
skin are all connected with the 
inherent racism of the system, she 
said. .. 

"All the roads are leading to 
the dynamic of oppression," 
Welsing said of the problems of 
non-whites. 

Welsing offered some unusual 
evidence of the existence of a 
"white supremacy system." 

' She referred to the Washington 
Monument and the flags that 


surround it as phallic symbols, the 
male reproductive organ being a 
symbol of the possible annihila- 
tion of white people by the further 
growth of the black, red and 
yellow peoples who are a majority 
of the world’s population. 

Welsing said whites consider 
the color black sexy, noting that 
white females say their ideal mate 
is "tall, dark, and handsome" 
and that men consider black 
lingerie sexy. 

Welsing concluded by urging 
blacks to stop complaining about 
the system and instead continue to 
work to belter themselves and 
hope for changes in the attitudes 
of whites. She also noted that “to 
make a black child is a political 
act under white supremacy’’ and 
urged blacks not to marry until 
they reach their 30s and to limit 
themselves to having two 
children.

Unofficial enrollment figures 
for the spring semester show a 
slight drop in the number of 
undergraduate students and an 
increase in the number of 
graduate students at GW. 

Approximately 18,540 students 
are enrolled at GW this semester, 
though about 2,000 of them are 
working on advanced degrees and 
not taking courses this semester. 


Those students were figured in for 
the first time this semester and 
they explain the difference be- 
tween this semester’s enrollment 
and last semester’s enrollment of 
16,403. 

Official figures will not be 
released until mid-March but as of 
now undergraduate enrollment 
for this semester is 5,708 com- 
pared to 5,801 last semester. 
Students enrolled in graduate, law 
and medicine programs total 
8,544. That can be broken into 
6,558 graduate students, 1,369 
law students and 617 medical 
students. The University also had 
an additional 4,198 unclassified or 
non-degree students enrolled tor 
the spring semester. • 

These totals would not be used 
as a base for any kind of Universi- 
ty budget since many of the 
students are not taking courses 
and therefore not paying tuition 
fees. 

The figures for enrollment in 
specific schools were not avail- 
able. Last semester saw a 10 
percent decrease in full-time 
Columbian College enrollment .

to do that you have to have 
control of the property and we are 
obviouily not in that position.” 
But in this situation she said there 
appeared to be some legal ques- 
tions involved. 

“The only reason it is being 
considered in this case is because 
the hall was locked, the students 
had no access to it and thus the 
situation was out of their con- 
trol,” she explained. The students 
who had property; damaged said 
they feel the University has 
mistreated them and said they 
were not told who would make.-a 
decision on compensation. Vice 
President Smith could not be 
reached for a comment. 

None of the students nor the 


resident director was informed of 
what had happened while they 
were at home, because McElveen 
said, by the time everything had 
been “taken care of” it was 
almost time for the students to 
return. “1 just walked into my 
room and saw that my carpet was 
really dirty and there was an awful 
smell,” Janiee Milstein explained, 
"No one told us what had hap- 
pened when we got back but you 
could see marks along the wall 
' where the water had been. ” 

“The whole thing was handled 
in a very unprofessional manner. 
We had to keep calling the hous- 
ing office to find out what was 
going on. Finally after we had all 
made damage reports I took my 
rug to be cleaned. I was under the 


ihtpression 1 would be paid back 
for that becaiise McElveen told 
me jo find the cheapest dry 
cleaners in the area and keep my 
receipts,” Milstein explained. 

Gutwillig and Smith agreed that 
everything was handled rather 
poorly and that most of the things 
they heard from the University 
were “affirmative” as far as 
compensation. 

The water caused bubbles to 
form under the plaster a foot up 
the walls and on the floor. Ac- 
cording to Mer Zovko, Mitchell’s 
resident director, most of the 
damage was done to clothing, 
books and carpeting. Zovko ex* 
amined each room after she re- 
turned, but like the housing and 

riftii 


physical plant officials, she said 
she did not realize the extent of 
the damage because much of the 
things had been stored under the 
beds and they did not look there. 

"After we discovered the pro- 
blem,” McElveen said, "we 
turned the heat up and vacumed 
put the water.” At this time the 
dead bolts had been unlocked in 
the rooms so housekeeping and 
physical plant could go in and 
clean up. Barry Chait had a $350 
color television stolen from his 
room over the break, which 
Webster said is a different case. 

; “While the circumstances make 
it appear that the television could 
have been stolen during that time 
period, wc would need to have 


L 
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exact information regarding the 
time he left his room to the time 
the dead bolt was put on,” 

> Webster explained. 

“The worst part is that we have 
been strung along for so long and 
heard so many different things. 
Mer told us we could have our 
carpets shampooed and we were 
told that could only be done if the 
carpeting was wall-to-wall and we 
could move all our furniture off 
It," Gutwillig said. The students 
interviewed all said that they 
made repeated calls to housing, 
only to be told different things by 
different people, while in the 
meantime they had to go ahead 
and pay the drycleaning and re- 
placement bills.

(lim |o work with various 
health-related departments of the 
federal government ! l 
L aRosa Will take part in a 
one-year program of orientation 
and working experience in Wash- 
ington during 1984-85. The recipi- 
ents of the fellowships are out- 
standing mid-career professionals 
working in academic health set- 
tings chosen on a competitive 


basis from nominations by aca-, 
demicbealth centers. 

, ’’’It's a unique opportunity fojr 
people in academic medicine to 
spend a year in the political 
process,” LaRosa explained. He 
said that government programs 
like Medicare and Medicaid have 
a direct impact on medical schools 
and this makes the Johnson 
Fellowship important. 


Fellowship recipients will begin 
their work next September with 
two moplhs of orientation 
Sessions to familiarize themselves 
with current health issues and 
with federal health agencies, the 
principal committees of Congress 
activp in health affairs, and major 
health-interest groups. -y 
They will then enter a three- 
week orientation arranged by the

ing assignments in the offices of. 
senators and representative^ 
dealing with health matters,* bn 
the staffs of health-related com- 
mittees, or health offices of the 
executive branch, the remainder 
Of the fellowship year is spent in 
these assignments, with supple- 
mentary activities scheduled. 


JEC accepts beer or cash for election fines 


The Joint Elections Committee 
(JEC) announced that it has levied 
$131 (or 142 bottles of beer) in 
fines this week agaipst candidates 
in tomorrow’s GW Student 
Association (GWUSA) and Pro- 
gram Board Elections. 

JEC Chairman Marc Wurzel 
said yesterday that the 23 can- 
didates “have the option of pay- 
ing fines by check or by liquid 
equivalent." 

That is, a $2 fine equals 2 beers, 
a $5 fine equals a six pack, and a 
$10 fine equals a case of beer. 


Only Miller, Modsehead, 
Heineken, Michelob, Bass Ale, 
Guiness Stout, Budweiser, Beck’s 
and O’Keefe and only bottles — 
not cans— of beer are acceptable. 

Last year’s JEC Chairwoman 
L/isa Donis said the money from 
fines is used to pay off any excess 
expenses from the election or goes 
back into the general University 
account. j. 

Wurzel said the committee de- 
cided to use the beer received 
from fines as “severance pay” for 
the committee members /who are 


not paid for their work on the 
JEC. f >• [ 

A majority of the fines 
stemmed from campaign workers 
putting signs in areas either off- 
limits or putting more signji in an 
area than are allowed. 

Wurzel provided a list of can- 
didates hit by fines, including: 

• GWUSA presidential can- 
didates Bob Guarasci and Andrew 
Tenenbaum, 

• All four candidates for 
GWUSA executive vice president 
including Keith Robbins, who was 


fined for pulling out of the race 
aft ei the deadline, 

• Program Board Chairman 
candidate Frank Farricker, who 
lost his campaigning privileges in 
Thurston and was "nearly thrown 
odt of the race” for throwing a 
party m the residence hall Satur- 
day night , according to W urzel . 

Farricker said it “was just a 
party, and pot part of the cam- 
paign ... there was nothing 
wrong.” The JEC met late last 
night to decide what action to take 
against Farricker. 


Several other candidates were 
stripped of campaign privileges in 
Thurston because they put up 
more posters than the Residence 
Hall Association election rules 
permit. 

Others placed unauthorized ads 
in the GU’ Hatchet, Wurzel said. 
He added that after today's edi- 
tion of the GW Hatchet comes 
out, several other fines may be 
levied against candidates who did 
not have the JEC’s approval 
before placing the ads.

GW investigated 
in denying care 


The U S. Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS) has 
investigated complaints that the 
GW Medical Center violated a 
federal program requiring it to 
givd free health care to the needy, 
but results of the enquiry will not 
be released for another two 
months, HHS said this week. 

“The GW. hospital has been 
investigated ... An assessment has 
been made,” a spokeswoman for 
HHS said. 

She said that the investigators 
did determine whether GW vio- 
lated the Hill-Burton program, a 
federal loan program under which 
the hospital aggreed to give free 
care to indigent patients in return 
for low interest federal loans. But, 
she said, HHS will not release the 
results of the investigation until 
all seven Washington area hospi- 
tals named in the complaint are 
investigated. 


In January ;an organizatin of 
citizens groups, called the Coali- 
tion for Financial Accountability, 
charged the medical center and six 
other area hospitals with vio- 
lations of the Hill BUrton pro- 
gram. The medical center was 
accused of not notifying patients 
about the program and keeping 
poor records of patients treated 
under the program. 

The coalition’s report, which 
sparked the HHS investigation, 
said there was “widespread 
non-compliance” with the Hill- 
Burton program at the medical 
center, the Capitol Hill Hospital, 
Children's Hospital, National 
Medical Center, Columbia Hospi- 
tal for Women, D.C. General 
Hospital, the Georgetown Univer- 
sity Medical Center and the 
Greater Southeast Community 
Hospital.

“Eddie, Eddie, Eddie!” The 
I cries reverberate through the 
auditorium of D.C.’s Constitu- 
tional Hall bestowing adulation 
on Eddie Murphy, the 22-year-old 
star of Saturday Night Live and 
the movies iS Hours and Trading 
Places. 

Culled from two performances 
last'August at DAR Constitution 
Hall, the album Eddie Murphy: 
Comedian is an obscenely raucous 
monologue of vintage Murphy 
stand-up. Morphy’s monologue, 
which was also recorded for 
HBO, serves to put him at the 
forefront ofyoung comedians and 
gives him the recognition that 
only comes to comedians after 
they have paid their dues. 

Murphy's appeal seems to 
function on several different 
levels. First, as a promising come- 
dian he incorporates the smooth 
delivery of Bill Cosby with the 
vulgarity of a Redd Foxx or a 
Slappy White. Comparisons with 
Richard Pryor abound and are 
quite evident, not only in comedic 
content, but in delivery. Murphy's 
fine talent however, is his de- 
vastatingly accurate facility for 
mimicry. No one is left unscathed. 
He pokes fun at Mr. T, Michael 
Jackson, Teddy Pendergrass, 
Elvis Presley and even finds his 
way io the past cothedic charac- 
ters of Ralph' Cramden and 
Norton from the old telev Iscvn 
series The Hoheymooners Unlike 
Pryor, \turphy do|ps not use an-

"Underworld" is a definite crowd 
pleaser. Denise Jackson was ter- 
rific as the flirtatious aperetta.

The ballet satirizes 
formal social behavior by swiftly 
shifting from elegant ballroom 
dancing to primitive movements, 
and intertwining classical music 
with jungle percussions. The 
classically trained Joffrey dancers 
seemed to have adapted very well 
to Taylor’s modern form and 
brought with them enough energy 
and wit to keep it in the true 
Taylor style. 

In contrast, the final ballet, 
“Offenbach in the Underworld," 
delightfully depicts the goings on 
in a fashionable 1870s cafe. 


The evening was a wonderful 
mixture of the old and new, the 
expected and the unexpected. The 
company is diverse, adaptable and 
well-trained, but most of all they 
love to, dance.

Vice presidential candidate 
Michael Pollack, senator from 
Columbian College, said neither 
of his opponents had any experi- 
ence on the GWUSA senate. The 
executive vice-president is also 
president of the Senate and 
Pollack said it takes a long time to 
learn the financial aspects of that 
group. “No one has the right to 
become the chairman of an orga- 
nization unless he has put his time 
and loyalty into it," he said. 

Andrew Gerst, another can- 
didate fbr executive v|ce presi- 
dent, said “posters and banners 
don’t win (elections), the best 
qualified candidate does.” 

Gerst is a College Democrat, 
GWUSA deputy vice president qf 
special projects, and a Hauht'f 
staff writer, ffc said he wants to , 
increase funding for University 
speakers, and "I wanutxdo best 1 
can," 

for the vice-chair of the Pro- 
gram Board, there are two con- 
tenders. Mike Sofipabend, under- 
graduate SGBA senator said he 
wants the Marvin Center to be 
available as an inexpensive 
alternative to the night life of 
Washington and will plan more 
activities in it. He said he wanted 
to bring back the graduate com- 
mittee and the committee of 
special programs. ( 

4'athyi Fine, a present member 
of the Program Board whd is on 
all of t he committees emphasized 
her work and involvement on the 
group. She said there is a need to 
encourage membership in the 
board, since most of the present 
members are graduating seniors. 
Keith Robbins, Program Board 
chairman, endorses her. 

Fash Mam, 1 treasurer of the’ 
Program Board, said hi* cam- 
paign for the chairmanship is 
based on his past experience. He 
claimed that aside from keeping 
accurate accounts of the Board's 
financial position, he- was in*,’ 
voiced in the planning and execu- 
tion “of all major Program Board 
events, and most minor opes.” /.' 

He said he wants more in- 
volvement from students in telling 
the Program Board what they 
want to have presented. “I' have 
the experience and I know what 
I’m doing,” Marvi said. 

Frank' Fjarricker, the other 
contender for the position, claims 
he has “ideas and would like to 
work them out," including having 
more concerts at the Smith 
Center, working with local pro- 
moters and having co-sponsorship 
with other student organizations. 

Several members of the au- 
dience asked about Farricker’s 
qualifications for the position and 
his past experience Farricker 
claimed experience is not neces- 
sary for the position, since it is 
mostly administrative. 

Marvi disagreed, saying “it 
takes almost six months just to 
understand the total spectrum of 
the financial workings of the 
Program Board. 

The forum was attended by 
only a small audience other than 
the candidates running for office.

CHANEY, from p. 24 
game’s officials were letting GW 
center Mike Brown get away with 
unnecessary pushing and shoving 
under the baskets. Gimelstob, 
who was heading to his team’s 
lockerroom. then approached 
Chane^ and the referees to find 
out what all the yelling was about. 

Upon Gimelstob’s arrival on 
the scene, Chaney exploded in 
anger and lunged at Gimelstob, 
.grabbing the GW coach by the 
neck with both hands. The re- 
ferees, several Palestra security 
guards and GW assistant coaches 
Merlin Friend and Mike Cohen 
quickly jumped into the fray and 
pulled Chaney off Gimelstob 
befoie any punches were thrown. 

The GW coaches and Chaney 
started hurling barbs at each other 
as (fhaney headed for his team’s 
lockerroom. Gimelstob, Friend 
and Cohen remained on the court 
several more minutes jawing at 
the referees, and then left for the 
GW locker room. 

Leland Byrd, Atlantic 10 com- 
missioner v and Lou Bonder, the 
'conferenced superviser of of- 
ficials, wfco were in att’endence at 
the game, retreated with the re- 
ferees to deliberate on the matter 
\ during halftin^e. 


GW Athletic Director Bilsky by 
that point had caught up with the 
group. “What I would havfc liked 
is two techical fouls (which would 
have resulted in four free throws ■ 
for GW, which trailed by just 
eight ^t the half before losing 
93-77] and having him (Chaney] 
thrown out of the game,” Bilsky 
commented. 

Bilsky said the officials turned 
him down, saying Chaney’s action 
did not occur during the actual 
game. Bilsky said the officials told 
him “it wasn’t part of (he se- 
quence of the game so, therefore, 
it wasn’t the officials’ position to 
call a foul.” 

Bilsky said he disagrees with 
this ruling. “1 was not satisfied 
with the explanation then and I'm 
not satisfied now.” 

Right before the start of the 
second half, the action heated up 
off the court once again. The 
referees warned the two head 
coaches not to continue their 
feuding, but the warnings were to 
no avail. *, 

At mid-court— directly in front 
of the heart of press row — 
Gimelstob yelled at Chaney, “We 
shook hands before the game, 
doesn’t that mean anything/’ ac- 
cording to Philadelphia Daily 


News columnist Mark Wicker. 

Chaney th^n / referred to 
Brown’s physical play, and 
added, “Let’s let them (the refs] 
call the fouls.” 

After a sharp response from 
Gimelstob. Wicker reported that 
Chaney shot back angrily v “I’ll 
knock you out and you know it.” 

The referees then restrained 
both coaches agajri. 

At the conclusion of the game, 
Gimelstob add Chaney shook 
hands, but barely locked at each 
other. The twp/ passed without 
acknowledging each other during 
post -game interview £. 

Gimelstob, who was not hurt 
during the scuffle, described it in 
vague terms after the game, 
claiming, “We were just going 
over some things, some dif- 
ferences.” 

“I’ve seen a lot of Karnes, but 
I’ve never seed anything like 
this,” Bilsky said. 

Chaney, who said Wednesday’s 
incident was not the first time he 
sparred with an opposing coach, 
said Friday he had sent a Mail- 
gram to Gimelstqb to apologize 
for his behavior. 

“Just because he apologizes 
doesn’t excuse the-pet ion,” Bilsky 
asserted. }
